Ture following is an abstract of the Memo- 
randum on the Chineso army which was left 
with the Ohiness Coyernment by Colonel 
Gordon :- T 


The military ovganizetion of China-is of 
Jong standing, atid should not be altered, 
as it is in accurdance with the peculiarities 
of the Chinese people. In numbers the 
Chineas ariny bas an advantago ever the 
armies of all other nations ; itis singularly 
capable of enduring hardships; aud if its 
infantry ‘were armed with breechloaders, 
and trained to their nse, it would be very. 
eflicient in war. “[t-is not recommended 
that breechloaders should be manufactured 
in the country; they should be imported, 
but provision should be niade for repairing 
them when necessary, They should be of 
1000, yarda’ xanga, and of aimplo and solid 
construction: it would not matter if they 
were rather heavy, as ‘a Chinesa soldier 
dues not carry o knupsack or baggage of 
any kind: The mobility of the Chinese 
army and ‘tho smallness of ite requirements 
give it further advantages over European 
armies. A rubble of men armed with spears 
and swords may ovorcome the best regular 
troops if the ground is difficult’ and the as- 
sailunteare as twelve te one, If tho former 
were armed with-brsechloaders their tagi 
would of course be much easier, The Chi- 
nese army should never engage in a regular 
battle: its strength lies in «ynick move- 
ments, in cutting off the. baggage-wagons, 
in night attacke,and in constantly disquiet- 
ing the enemy. ” It should nat. he provided 
with heavy artillery, which would only 
hinder its movements. The. most effective 
fire js that of infantry ; cannon make a nojac
